Ai the counry Hoard 
lias no jurisdiction over prisoner. un¬ 
til they are sentenced, it falls upon 
the city^to give proper atteutioi) lo 
those who ought to be in a hospital 
instead of a prisoner'* cell. 

Riei* resolution fiaiag die aal- 
tries of ward auperiotendenu at Ft J5 
per month, in which is included horse 
hire, was referred to the committee 
oil figaace. 

At the request of Mayor Seidel Aid. 
Welch iatrodt*4:ed an ordinance pro¬ 
viding for the making nf the iimitic- 
ipal reference library a branch of the 
public library. As things stand at 
present the reference library is of lit¬ 
tle or no assistance to city officials 
because of the narrow aenpe of its 
resources. By merging it with the 
public library all the resources of that

The citixens of Milwaukee will get 
a complete inventory of all the prop¬ 
erty (he city owns Dec. 31, igto. the 
council having ordered the same, 
which is to be completed Jan. 15.

Ccmumltee Hewled by Pnf. George H. Meed

strike was made pnblic today in a re¬ 
port of the sub-committee of the citi- 
sens* committee orcanized to study 
the clothing manafacturiag industry 
and the couditions under which the 
operathes worked. Prof. George H. 
Mead of the University of Chicago, as 
chairman of the sub-committee with | 
other members, iatceviewed mannfac- 
turers and operatives, and in his re¬ 
port makes suggestions for reform. 

, XIost of the garment workers, the 
I committee found, uxre foreigners, 
who lacked organization, and were 
forced to submit to'conditions which 
in some instances seemed, it was de¬ 
clared. particularly harsh. d**ines were ; 
said to have been imposed for trivial 
offenses, and when a protest was 
made the w'orker was subjected to in- 
«iult and abuse by the foremen, al¬ 
legations went. 

Fines Complained Of 
**Use of hncs and deductions as a 
means of maintaining shop discipline 
is a source of complaint on the part 
I of both men and women,” the report 
I says. “The loss of spools, bobbins, 
j needles, may all be the occasion of a 
I redaction of w'eekly earnings. It is 
c lied that there arc charges of 

j .15 cents fur the use of soap in the 
washroom. These charges arc listed 
as merchandise and deducted from the 
weekly wages. Deductions as Ancs 
are made fur smalt pieces of extra 
cloth. The cl<»ili is not given to the 
cutter in bolts, but in smaller pieces, 
just enough for a suit, ft the cutter 


ber of layers-out at any time not been 
increased but the length of the cloth 
allotted to a garment decreased. On 
the positive side, then, these charges 
mean increased output and increased 
difhculty of work without an increase 
in pay for the worker,' although with 
decreased expense on the part of the 
employer. Ou the uegative side, they 
mean greater probability of Anes and 
deductions. Penalties evidently in¬ 
tended for purposes of reasonable 
shop discipline are, in the hands of 
brutal or ioconsiderate foremen, in¬ 
struments of real abuse.' 

Called n Real Grievance 
*‘Tn connection with Ane* and de- 
' ductions, attention should be called 
to a practice which constitutes a real 
grievance, which is undoubtedly an 
illustration of the stage of develop¬ 
ment in which the industry now Ands 
itself. In %om%. of the shops the fore¬ 
men are said to be paid, not a Axed 
stipend, but a salary somewhat, if not 
altogether, determined by the amount 
of work or the economy secured in 
their department. Such a method of 
reinuneration for the foremen is of 
course a direct indnccmetit to exploit 
the worker where\-cr p^issiblc.**
